“Is there to be a French rev olution 
in Russia V 
The q uestion was asked of Abraham 
Cahan, the well known Russian rev o­ 
lutionist and author of the remarkable 
nov el of rev olutionary Russia, “The 
White Terror and the Red.” 
“The q uestion is not unnatural,” said 
Mr. Cahan, “in v iew of the bloody out­ 
breaks in Warsaw, the strikes and dis­ 
turbances in so many Russian cities, 
the dram atic rev olt in the Black sea 
fieet and the spectacle of a Russian 
battleship cruising the *ea manned by 
mutineers and surrendered v oluntarily 
after the rest of the fleet has shown 
itself afruid to use force ou account of 
the general disaffection of the sailors. 
There may he a v ast amount of blood­ 
shed to come in Russia, but there will 
not bo a French rev olution in 
sens.

M. Flammarlon w^ould commence the 
year at March 21, the v ernal eq uinox, 
and div ide it into q uarters, each con 
taining two months df thirty days and 
one month of thirty-one days. 
Conse 
q uently the year would consist of 304 
days and there would remain an extra 
or fete day which would not belong to 
any single month. 
Leap years would 
be marked by two such fete days. 
The new calendar is so designed that 
the same dates would always occur on 
the same days of the week, and one cal­ 
endar would answer for ev ery year.

In fact, “Beautiful Mary” 
and “Angel” Benjamin confidently ex­ 
pect to corral a few of America s 
great multimillionaires. 
At present there is a little war on 
among Benjamin’s chief apostles, and 
for that reason the “angel” cannot 
state definitely when the campaign 
will begin. 
Some of these apostles 
urge Benjamin to begin with Chicago 
as being truly the city of the dev il. 
Others hold that Philadelphia needs 
moral cleansing more than any other 
place on earth, and it is not at all im­ 
probable that Philadelphia will be v is­ 
ited first. 
Still others of (he aspostles 
hold that Michigan should be thor­ 
oughly conq uered, as the Mormons 
conq uerid Utah, before outside opera­ 
tions are begun. But Benjamin argues 
that Detroit and other Michigan cit *s 
may be inv aded by lesser guns while 
he attacks the east. 
Meanwhile the gigantic building op­ 
erations in the City of Dav id are still 
going on. 
Not long a#o 100 conv erts joined 
Benjamin from Australia, and with 
them they brought half a million dol­ 
lars for the “angel.”

their home.

The properties will be worked, as they 
are now, In common, and all, he as­ 
serts, will liv e In peace, comfort and 
happiness, each working indefatiga- 
bly for the co nversio n o f the rest o f 
the world.

lantic,

thence acro ss the M editerranean it will 
skirt no rthern Africa, gradually dim in­ 
ishing its speed as it appro aches the 
equato r, and thence acro ss Egypt it 
will disappear at sunset in Persia. 
The path o f the to tal eclipse will be 
abo ut 107 mil« « wide, and its d u ra­ 
tio n at a giv eft po int will be tliree 
m inutes aud forty -fiv e seco nds. 
It will 
require quick wo rk to take the required 


o nly fo r a v ery sho rt while a t sunrise. 
In the central po rtio ns o f the co untry 
it may bo o bserv ed fo r a lo nger time, 
still a t sunrise. 
In the east it will be 
v isible sho rtly after sunrise. 
At New 
Yo rk, fo r example, the sun rises at 
5:24 o n Aug. 30, and the partial eclipse 
is scheduled to appear at 5:52 and will 
rem ain till 7:30. 
It will be necessary 
to be up with the early birds and 
early w o rm s to enjo y the spectacle. 
One o f the mo st interesting pheno m­ 
ena o f the partial eclipse is the disk 
shaped patches o f sunlight that, shine 
thro ugh the leav es o f trees. 
It is a 
law o f light th at when passing thro ugh 
an interstice its shape is sim ilar to that 
o f the bo dy fro m which it pro ceeds. 
Mo o nlight is scarcely stro ng eno ugh 
to rev eal this effect, but when the sun 
Is shado w ed into a o rescent the result 
is startlingly appa rent 


Chinese as Eclipse Predieters. 
It has no t alw ays been po ssible to 
predict eclipses so accurately as at 
present. 
There has been so me so rt o f 
attem pt in that line fro m tim e im­ 
memo rial. but in the o ld days the so lar 
pro phets, like so me o thers, came to 
grief. 
N o wadays we do no t kill the 
w eather fo recaster who go es astray in

America at the time of the Revolution, 
and, iu point of fact, Bancroft s "His­ 
tory of the United States" relates that 
“ lobsters“ 
was one of the abusive 
epithets applied to the soldiers by the 
mob on the occasion of the 
Boston 
massacre.—Philadelphia Press.
